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DETAILED ACTION 
Prosecution Reopened 

In light of the communication to applicant dated 10/21/08, prosecution on the merits is 
reopened consonant with the present Office Action action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chang (USPN 
6,805,952). 

3. Chang teaches articles comprising a substrate coated with and oxide coating comprising 
yttria which impart erosion resistance to the substrate (col. 3, lines 52-54 and col. 5, lines 21-23, 
for instance). The substrate may be metallic (col. 3, lines 47-48). Chang fails explicitly to teach 
that the metal is a zirconium alloy. To select a species of the genus disclosed by Chang would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, in order to impart erosion resistance 
thereto. 

4. Regarding the CTE, Chang teaches that differences in the CTE between the coating and 
the substrate should be minimized or eliminated (col. 5, lines 28-30). Therefore, to minimize the 
difference between the CTE of the substrate and the coating would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art. 
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5. In light of the above, it is the Examiner's position that the present claims are prima facie 
obvious in view of Chang. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4, 7-19 and 30-44 are allowed.
